Canadian cities today, organi¬ 
zers announced online. 

Thousands of people are 
expected to attend the protests 
in Toronto, Montreal, Vancou¬ 
ver, the capital Ottawa and 
other major cities, according to 
organizers' Facebook pages 
and Twitter messages. 

"We want to come together 
to say that in a world of such 
wealth, there is no need for 
such economic disparity. There 
is no need for so many people 
to go without," Katie Harris,

Organizers who held plan¬ 
ning meetings in cities across 
the country Thursday report¬ 
edly called the day of action 
"leaderless" and "non-violent." 

Social movements in Eu¬ 
rope, upset over the recent 
round of austerity measures 
that cut into public spending, 
are also scheduled to protest in 
countries across the continent 
today. 

Kalle Lasn, one of the 
brains behind the Occupy Wall 
Street movement, said from 
the office of his magazine, Ad- 
busters, that the U.S. move¬ 
ment could join forces with 
other European protests sche¬ 
duled for the weekend. 

Meanwhile, yesterday US 
police arrested dozens of anti- 
Wall Street protesters across 
the country, but New York 
backed off plans to evict an 
unauthorized camp in the Fi¬ 
nancial District. 

Most arrests were in the 
western United States, where 
the protests spread from New 
York. 

In Denver, 23 people were 
detained, Sergeant Mike Baker 
from the Colorado State Patrol 
told AFP, after 135 officers 
moved in early yesterday to 
evict protesters camped out in 
front of the state Capitol build¬ 
ing. 

Fox News reported brief 
scuffles, but no injuries. 

Ten others were arrested in 


Seattle, Washington, and an¬ 
other man in San Diego, Cali¬ 
fornia, police there said. 

In New York, a tense con¬ 
frontation between the coun¬ 
try's biggest protest camp and 
police ended when plans were 
called off to forcibly clean the 
square. 

Hundreds of protesters have 
been camped out on the square 
for four weeks and the police 
order to evacuate during the 
cleaning was seen as a ruse to 
ensure their eviction. 

At the final hour, the own¬ 
ers of the Zuccotti Park plaza 
said they were delaying the 
cleaning and that protesters 
could stay for now. 

An impromptu celebration 
march to nearby Wall Street 
ended with scuffles and 14 ar¬ 
rests when protesters ignored 
police instructions to remain 
on the sidewalks so as not to 
impede traffic, the New York 
Police Department said. 

This marred what was seen 
as a surprise victory for the 
largely peaceful demonstra¬ 
tors, many of whom stayed up 
all night cleaning the plaza 
themselves, in order to demon¬ 
strate that there was no need 
for the owners to intervene. 

Brookfield Properties, 
which owns the site, "believes 
they can work out an arrange¬ 
ment with the protesters that 
will ensure the park remains 
clean, safe, available for public 
use," Deputy Mayor Cas Hol¬ 
loway said.

Prime Minister of Aruba at OAS: Cooperation on Security 
Essential for the Prosperity of His Country 



On Wednesday, October 12, 
Prime Minister of Aruba, Mike 
Eman, held a lecture at the 
Thirty-third Policy Round 
Table of the Organization of 
American States (OAS). Dur¬ 
ing his speech he said that cur¬ 
rent conditions of prosperity in 
his country would not be pos¬ 
sible without the security ties it 
shares with the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands, the United 
States and other governments 
of the region. 

The Caribbean leader was 
the keynote speaker at the de¬ 
bate titled, "Peace and Secu¬ 
rity: the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands in the Caribbean; 
its geo-strategic importance in 


advancing security in the 
region," in which he was 
joined by the Naval At¬ 
tache and Assistant De¬ 
fense Attache for the 
Netherlands in the United 
States, Jos Coumans; the 
OAS Secretary for Multi¬ 
dimensional Security, 
Ambassador Adam Black- 
well; and the Chairman of 
the Inter-American De¬ 
fense Board (IDB), Guy 
Thibault. 

On the issue of security 
in the Caribbean, Prime 
Minister Eman said that 
"when you look at the 
peace and security in 
Aruba and the opportunity 
to prosper because of this 
security, you could as 
politicians take the credit for 
making these choices, but in 
reality if you look at the cir¬ 
cumstances this credit should 
be given to the people of 
Aruba." "If you look at what 
hinders international coopera¬ 
tion on security in other coun¬ 
tries, the answer is the sense of 
autonomy and sovereignty that 
countries and peoples cling 
to," and that is why they don't 
give their authorities the space 
necessary to enter into agree¬ 
ments that allow for greater co¬ 
operation on matters of 
security, he emphasized. 

In the case of his country, 
he continued, "the people of 



Aruba have chosen to maintain 
relations with the Dutch King¬ 
dom in order to have foreign 
affairs, defense, and legal se¬ 
curity all arranged on a broader 
base in order to secure objec¬ 
tivity and effective enforce¬ 


ment to confront these world¬ 
scale and international 
threats." 

In the case of other coun¬ 
tries, he said, if the electorate 
is not willing to give its author¬ 
ities "the necessary space" to 


enter into international agree¬ 
ments, it will be difficult to im¬ 
plement effective visions on 
security.

As examples of the coopera¬ 
tion that Aruba has developed 
with the Netherlands and 
other governments of the re¬ 
gion, Prime Minister Eman 
mentioned the efforts against 
drug trafficking, a coast 
guard system based on coop¬ 
eration with other countries, 
and collaboration with the 
United States Border Patrol. 
”Our geographic location 
definitely gives us challenges 
to secure our borders,” he as¬ 
serted. ”Aruba is at the front 
of the South American coast, 
we know that is where many 
of the drugs come from, and 
we are between the markets 
in the upper North and the 
producers down South, and 
being in between we have the 
natural challenge to keep the 



territory safe and to keep 
other territories safe,” he 
added. 

For his part, the OAS Sec¬ 
retary for Multidimensional 
Security, Adam Blackwell, 
recalled that the relation be¬ 
tween Aruba and the Nether¬ 
lands ”is of great interest to 
the OAS, since geographi¬ 
cally the Caribbean island is 
part of our Hemisphere.” In 
this sense, he recalled that the 
hemispheric Organization ”is 
building a multidimensional 
platform” on security, and 
mentioned some of the areas 
in which it is currently work¬ 
ing on: customs and border 
control in the Caribbean, 
maritime and aviation secu¬ 
rity, money laundering, traf¬ 
ficking in people, firearms 


marking and tracing, preven¬ 
tion and combating human 
trafficking, and inter-Ameri¬ 
can police training. 

The Naval Attache and 
Assistant Defense Attache 
for the Netherlands in the 
United States, Jos Coumans, 
offered a presentation on the 
role played by the military 
and civilian forces of his 
country in strengthening se¬ 
curity in Aruba and the 
Caribbean region. In particu¬ 
lar, he noted that among the 
principal tasks are the pro¬ 
motion of regional stability 
and security, support for 
civilian authorities, maritime 
security and maritime law 
enforcement, and he added 
that regional cooperation in¬ 
cludes ties to the govern¬ 



ments of the United States, 
Dominican Republic, 

Grenada, Barbados, Trinidad 
and Tobago, Colombia, 
Venezuela, and Suriname, 
among others. 

The Chairman of the Inter- 
American Defense Board 
(IADB), Guy Thibault, re¬ 
called that the subject of se¬ 
curity is essential to 
guaranteeing progress among 
the pillars of development of 
nations, and advocated for 
the creation of a comprehen¬ 
sive approach that links the 
military forces of different 
countries. In particular, he in¬ 
sisted on greater information 
and intelligence sharing, es¬ 
pecially during crises; main¬ 
taining and deepening 
relations to ensure that the 


IADB is connected; confi¬ 
dence- and security-building 
measures among the coun¬ 
tries; and improving prepara¬ 
tion and capacity-building to 
enhance response in situa¬ 
tions of emergency. 

The OAS Policy Round 
Table program, launched in 
2007, seeks to enrich the dis¬ 
cussion of the hemispheric 
agenda by bringing together 
political analysts and mem¬ 
bers of the diplomatic com¬ 
munity to talk about the 
principal issues affecting the 
region. The event was held 
in the Hall of the Americas 
at OAS headquarters in 
Washington, DC, and in¬ 
cluded a question and an¬ 
swer session.

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US worries over China's underground 
nuclear network 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
leading US lawmaker who 
fears budget cuts could delay 
modernizing the US nuclear 
arsenal voiced concern yester¬ 
day about an extensive tunnel 
complex designed to house 
Chinese nuclear missiles. 

"This network of tunnels 
could be in excess of 5,000 
kilometers (3,110 miles), and 
is used to transport nuclear 
weapons and forces,” said 
Michael Turner, who chairs a 
House Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee panel focusing on 
strategic weapons and other se¬ 
curity programs. 

"As we strive to make our 
nuclear forces more transpar¬ 
ent, China is building this un¬ 
derground tunnel system to 
make its nuclear forces even 
more opaque,” he added, citing 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran denied 
any direct contact with its 
arch-foe, the United States, 
over the alleged plot to kill the 
Saudi ambassador in Washing¬ 
ton, a day after Washington un¬ 
veiled existence of such 
contacts, media reported yes¬ 
terday. 

The Iranian mission to the 
United Nations denied "direct 
contact” between Iranian and 
American officials adding: 
"No such contacts have oc¬ 
curred,” the ISNA and Fars 
news agencies reported.

Experts also expressed their 
concern about the network, 
whose existence was revealed 
by official Chinese media in 
late 2009. 

The tunnels would allow 
China to launch a nuclear 
counter-attack if it was hit by a 
nuclear strike. "It’s almost mind- 
boggling,” said Mark Schneider, 
senior analyst at the National In¬ 
stitute for Public Policy. 

"It has enormous implica¬ 
tions in terms of their view to¬ 
ward nuclear warfare, 
survivability of their systems 
and their leadership in the 
event of war. 

"It is virtually impossible to 
target anything like that, irre¬ 
spective of how many nuclear 
weapons you have," he added.

Dutch court 
rejects 

Samsung suit 
against Apple 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court yesterday rejected 
a bid by Samsung to ban sales 
of rival Apple's 3G phones and 
tablet devices, the latest round 
in a worldwide legal battle 
over alleged patent infringe¬ 
ments. 

The judges in District Court 
of The Hague rejected Sam¬ 
sung's request in a decision 
published online. 

Samsung had argued that 
Apple had infringed patents on 
several aspects of its 3G, or 
third-generation, telephone 
technology. 

The court acknowledged 
that the South Korean com¬ 
pany did hold the patents in 
question, but said they met the 
criteria of technology that 
could be used by other compa¬ 
nies. 

The ruling noted that Sam¬ 
sung had in 1998 signed a dec¬ 
laration saying it was willing 
to grant such FRAND — "fair, 
reasonable and non-discrimi- 
natory" — licences.

Scottish siblings who had sex 
in lift spared jail 


LONDON (AFP) - A brother 
and sister from Scotland who 
admitted having sex in a rail¬ 
way station lift escaped jail on 
Friday, although the court 
ruled that the young man 
should be put on the national 
register of sex offenders. 

Former soldier Richard Fin- 
layson, 21, and his younger 
sister Kirsty, 18, were caught 
in the act twice by security 
cameras at Motherwell station, 
outside Glasgow, on June 27 
last year. 

They had previously both 
pleaded guilty to committing 
incest and during sentencing at 
Hamilton Sheriff Court on Fri¬ 
day, the brother received a 
two-year probation order while 
the sister received a one-year 
probation order. 

Richard Finlay son was also 
put on the sex offenders regis¬ 
ter because his sister was only 
17 — a minor — at the time. 


Kirsty Finlay son, who wore 
a bright purple Adidas track- 
suit in court, will now receive 
mental health and substance 
abuse counselling, the court 
heard. 

She had been living in a 
homeless hostel at the time and 
said she went to meet her 
brother to borrow some money 
when they ended up having sex.

The 44-year-old teacher, 
whom French media have 
identified only as Lise B., 
doused herself in petrol during 
the morning break and set her¬ 
self alight, a day after a stormy 
meeting with children in her 
class who found her teaching 
methods too strict, witnesses 
said. 

Christian Philip, the princi¬ 
pal at Jean Moulin secondary 
school in Beziers, southern 
France, said the school had re¬ 
opened its doors on Friday 
morning but that classes re¬ 
mained suspended. 

Traumatised students were 
being assisted by a psycholog¬ 
ical crisis cell, he said, and 
about 80 students had already 
been treated. The cell was to 
stay in place until at least 
Tuesday. 

The teacher suffered third- 
degree burns and was taken 
from the school — a huge insti¬ 
tution housing 3,000 students 
and 280 teachers — by helicop¬ 
ter to a specialist unit in the 
city of Montpellier's university 
teaching hospital. 

Parents and pupils who 
spoke to AFP at the scene 
Thursday said the teacher had 
a difficult relationship with 
several pupils in her maths 
class and that a meeting with 
them to clear the air on 
Wednesday had become 
rowdy.

US man gets double 
hand transplant 



BOSTON(AFP) - A US man 
spoke Friday of his happiness 
at the prospect of touching his 
young grandchildren for the 
first time, following a rare 
double hand transplant at a 
Boston hospital. 

Richard Mangino, 65, lost 
his arms below the elbows and 
his lower legs from an infec¬ 
tion in 2002. After a 12-hour 
operation by a 40-strong sur¬ 
gical team at Brigham and 
Women's Hospital — best 
known for pioneering face 
transplants — he got donated 
hands. 

In his first remarks, he 
thanked the family of the 
donor. 

"My family and I grieve for 
the loss of your loved one. I 
am humbled and over¬ 
whelmed with emotion. Thank 
you for this incredible gift," he 
said in a statement. 

But Mangino said his main 
emotion now was happiness at 
the prospect of regaining a 
more normal life and, above 
all, the ability to play with his 
grandchildren. 

"The one miracle I have 
prayed for, since my oldest 
grandson Trevor was born, 
was to be able to feel the sense 
of touch again. To touch his 
and Nicky's little faces, and 
stroke their hair, and to teach 
them to throw a ball. To me, 


that would be a miracle," 
he said in the statement. 

"And today, my mira¬ 
cle has come true. And I 
am eternally grateful." 

The father of three 
had until now used pros¬ 
thetic limbs and had 
some success in living a 
normal existence, report¬ 
edly driving a car, play¬ 
ing guitar and using a 
computer. 

However, those 
achievements were not 
easily managed. He told the- 
bostonchannel.com that the 
loss of one limb requires a per¬ 
son to use a quarter to a third 
more energy. 

"So if you lose four limbs, 
then you can imagine: one of 
your days is like two days for 
me," he said. 

"Just getting dressed before 
was a mountain. All those 
things I've been doing for the 
past nine years — people 
would say you are a miracle. 
And I would tell them it took 
25 or 30 miracles a day to be 
that person. “ he told New 
England Cable News Friday. 

The transplant involved 
delicate connection of skin, 
tendons, muscles, ligaments, 
bones and blood vessels. 

Only 21 double hand trans¬ 
plants have previously been 
made around the world, with 
the first in the French city of 
Lyon in 2000, according to the 
International Registry on 
Hand and Composite Tissue 
Transplantation. 

Simon Talbot, the lead sur¬ 
geon, told MSNBC television 
that "the results so far have 
been an amazing success." 

However, Mangino needs 
months of therapy and it will 
take at least half a year for him 
to regain a sense of touch, the 
surgeon said.

Apple fans scramble for new 
iPhone 



CALIFORNIA (AFP) - Stores 
worldwide were gripped on 
Friday by the now familiar 
scene of gadget geeks scram¬ 
bling for Apple's latest smart¬ 
phone, the US giant's first new 
release since the death of co¬ 
founder Steve Jobs. 

The iconic chief execu¬ 
tive's death brought a more 
sombre air than usual to some 
of the Apple shops celebrating 
the launch of the iPhone 4S, 
with fans laying flowers 
alongside the long queues 
waiting for their chance to 
buy. 

Apple users see them¬ 
selves as an elite group, and 


their sense of com¬ 
munity was 
boosted by the 
tributes for Jobs 
and by jokes about 
the debacle suf¬ 
fered by Apple 
rival Blackberry, 
whose mobile net¬ 
work was dis¬ 
rupted this week. 

In Frankfurt, 
scuffles broke out 
in the queue as 
shoppers camped overnight, in 
Paris several of the most 
prized versions of the model 
sold out at dawn and in Lon¬ 
don more than 300 fans 
mobbed the brand's biggest 
store. 

Some love Apple's range 
of computers, smartphones 
and media tablets because 
they have changed the way 
consumers relate to technol¬ 
ogy. In some cases, they have 
changed users' entire way of 
life. 

Others were still in awe of 
Jobs's achievement and in 
shock at his death. 


In Paris, the Apple store 
had barriers in place to contain 
the crowds — both locals and 
tourists — who kept vigil 
overnight until its 8:00 am 
(0600 GMT) opening, when 
they rushed the shelves. 

And in the United States, 
Jobs's Apple co-founder Steve 
Wozniak paid tribute to his 
collaborator by camping out 
overnight. 

"The long wait begins. I'm 
first in line," Wozniak posted 
on his Twitter feed on Thurs¬ 
day from outside an Apple 
store in Los Gatos, California 
in the heart of Silicon Valley. 

Friday's launch did not ex¬ 
tend to all corners of the 
planet, but the phones them¬ 
selves soon will. 

The iPhone 4S is already a 
record-breaker for an Apple 
product, with more than one 
million sales in the first 24 
hours of pre-orders last week. 

Bidding to build on the 
proven track record of the 
best-selling smartphone, 
Apple says the latest iteration 
boasts faster speeds, a voice- 
controlled assistant called Siri 
and an improved camera. 

For some it looks too simi¬ 
lar to its predecessor, and 
many fans, investors and ana¬ 
lysts were initially under¬ 
whelmed following its 
October 4 unveiling, but sales 
are expected to benefit from 
an outpouring of sympathy for 
Jobs. 

The performance of the 
new iPhone will be seen as an 
early test for Apple's life after 
Jobs, the creative visionary 
whose death was mourned 
worldwide by government 
leaders, industry titans and or¬ 
dinary fans alike.

PARIS (AFP) - France on 
Thursday launched its largest- 
ever solar energy farm, with an 
array of panels spread over 
about 200 hectares (500 acres) 
in the mountainous southern 
Alpes-de-Haute-Provence re¬ 
gion. 

With a production capacity 
of 90 megawatts, the vast pho¬ 
tovoltaic park features nearly 
113,000 solar panels and was 
built at a cost of 110 million 
euros ($137 million). 

It has roughly the same 
surface area as the nearby prin¬ 


cipality of Monaco, an inde¬ 
pendent state. 

"It is the largest solar site 
currently in service in France," 
Stephane Behr, the head of the 
project at French energy firm 
Eco Delta, said at the array's 
inauguration ceremony. 

The launch comes as Eu¬ 
rope increasingly seeks alter¬ 
native energy sources amid 
rising global carbon emissions 
from fossil fuels and concerns 
over atomic energy in the 
wake of Japan's nuclear disas¬ 
ter. 


Table salt used to boost 
digital storage: scientists 



SINGAPORE (AFP) - Scien¬ 
tists in Singapore said Friday 
they have discovered a process 
that can expand the data stor¬ 
age capacity of computer hard 
disks six-fold using a common 
kitchen ingredient — table salt. 

The discovery was made by 
Singapore's national research 
institute the Agency for Sci¬ 
ence, Technology and Re¬ 
search, in collaboration with 
the National University of Sin¬ 
gapore and the Data Storage 
Institute. 

The institutions have "de¬ 
veloped a process that can in¬ 
crease the data recording 
density of hard disks to 3.3 
Terabits per square inch, six 
times the recording density of 
current models", they said in a 
statement. 

"This means that a hard 
disk drive that holds 1 Ter¬ 
abyte (TB) of data today 
could, in the future, hold 6 TB 
of information in the same size 
using this new technology." 

Scientists were able to 


boost data storage capacity by 
packing more bits — miniature 
structures which hold informa¬ 
tion — in neater patterns com¬ 
pared to the random 
configurations used in current 
hard disk drives. 

"It’s like packing your 
clothes in your suitcase when 
you travel. The neater you 
pack them the more you can 
carry," the statement said. 

The method — called bit 
patterning — had previously 
not been feasible as scientists 
were unable to see the outlines 
of the bits clearly after they 
had been printed onto a film in 
a process much like develop¬ 
ing photographs. 

But adding table salt into 
the solution used for bit imag¬ 
ing allowed the outlines to 
stand out in sharp relief 

"It can give you a very high 
contrast. We are now able to 
see fine lines that would nor¬ 
mally be blurred out," Joel 
Yang, the Singapore scientist 
who discovered the salty 
recipe, told AFR 

Yang predicted that the 
salted bit-patterning process 
will be adopted by the industry 
by 2016 "when the current 
techniques run out of fuel and 
(hard drive manufacturers) 
need to find alternate meth¬ 
ods" of increasing data storage 
space.

Perry vows to unleash US energy boom 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fad¬ 
ing Republican 2012 candidate 
Rick Perry yesterday pledged 
to unleash a new economic 
boom by throwing open land 
and seas for oil drilling and 
tapping America's status as the 
"Saudi Arabia of coal." 

The Texas governor tried to 
revive his presidential cam¬ 
paign with the first of a series 
of policy speeches, in which he 
pledged to swiftly create 1.2 
million jobs in a wholesale re¬ 
jection of Obama-era energy 
policies."America needs jobs. 
America needs energy. Amer¬ 
ica needs a made-in-America 
energy revolution," Perry told 
steel workers in the gritty city 
of Pittsburgh in Pennsylvania, 
a vital general election swing 
state. 


"We must get America 
working again. And a big part 
of the solution is right under 
our feet and right off our 
coasts. We're standing on top 
of the next American eco¬ 
nomic boom, and it's the en¬ 
ergy underneath this country." 

Perry's plan to harness fos¬ 
sil fuels will likely horrify the 
environmental lobby, which 
has been critical of even Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama's failure 
to act more aggressively to 
back a more concerted policy 
to tackle global warming. 

But the Texas governor re¬ 
jected the idea that the United 
States must make a choice be¬ 
tween exploiting its energy re¬ 
sources and protecting the 
environment. 

Perry accused the federal 


Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) of waging a "war 
on American fossil fuel produc¬ 
tion" and argued the energy in¬ 
dustry was better regulated by 
state and local authorities. 

Perry promised to open gas 
and oil fields for exploration in 
the Gulf of Mexico, Alaska, in¬ 
cluding in the Arctic National 
Wildlife Reserve, and off the 
coast of Virginia and to do 
more to tap energy stocks in 
America's interior. 

"The American economy 
shouldn't be beaten into the 
ground, when greater energy 
independence and lower en¬ 
ergy costs lie right under 
American soil. It's time to end 
the over-regulation, excess lit¬ 
igation, and bureaucratic in¬ 
timidation," Perry said. 


European banks need 300 bn euros capital 


PARIS (AFP) - New bank 
stress tests that Europe's bank¬ 
ing regulator may undertake 
could reveal the need to inject 
nearly 300 billion euros ($410 
billion) into lenders, analysts at 
Goldman Sachs said yesterday. 

Analysts at the US invest¬ 
ment bank ran a simulation 
using the macroeconomic as¬ 
sumptions the European Bank¬ 
ing Authority used in its 
summer stress tests, while re¬ 
ducing value of bond holdings 


of weakened eurozone states. 

Goldman Sachs estimated 
losses of 60 percent on Greek 
bonds, 40 percent on Irish and 
Portuguese bonds, and 20 per¬ 
cent on Italian and Spanish 
bonds. 

It also required banks to 
have core capital buffer of nine 
percent, the higher level the 
EB A plans to require European 
banks to hold according to a 
European source. 

Sixty-eight of the 91 banks 


the EBA reviews would fail 
the test, showing a capital 
shortfall of 298 billion euros, 
Goldman Sachs said. 

Even major French and 
German banks would be 
tripped up by such a test. 

France's BNP Paribas 
would need 13.0 billion euros 
in capital, Societe Generale 

11.6 billion while Germany's 
Deutsche Bank would need 
12.2 billion and Commerzbank 

10.7 billion. 

Goldman Sachs said bank 
recapitalisations alone would 
not solve the eurozone's prob¬ 
lems, but needed "to be accom¬ 
panied by simultaneous policy 
action aimed at steadying the 
value of sovereign debt." 

Without sovereign debt re¬ 
gaining its risk free status "the 
bank sector will remain desta¬ 
bilised in our view." 

The EBA has confirmed it 
is collecting updated informa¬ 
tion from banks but not that it 
is carrying out new tests, let 
alone what scenario would be 
used. 

European officials are 
working on a scenario of a 50 
percent haircut on Greek but 
there has been no talk of re¬ 
structuring debt from any other 
eurozone countires.

Treasury: US deficit ticks 
higher in fiscal 2011 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US budget deficit edged 
slightly higher in fiscal 2011 
but shrank in terms of its size 
relative to the economy's out¬ 
put, the Treasury Department 
said yesterday. 

The shortfall rose 0.4 per¬ 
cent in the year ended Septem¬ 
ber 30 from a year ago, to 
$1,299 trillion, the department 
said in releasing the details of 
the fiscal 2011 budget results. 

That marked the second- 
highest gap in US history after 
the record $1,416 trillion hit in 
2009 when the government 
poured cash into the recession- 
wracked economy. 

As a percentage of gross 
domestic product, the budget 
picture improved. 

The deficit was 8.7 percent 
of GDP in the 2011 fiscal year, 
down from 9.0 percent in fiscal 
2010. 

"The FY 2011 deficit re¬ 
mained elevated as a result of 
the continued effects of the fi¬ 
nancial crisis in 2008 and 
2009, which have put a persis¬ 
tent strain on federal revenues 
and outlays," the Treasury and 
the White House said in a joint 


statement. 

"The slight uptick in the 
nominal deficit from last year 
was due to higher outlays that 
were nearly offset by higher 
receipts," they said. 

The federal government's re¬ 
ceipts rose 6.5 percent from fis¬ 
cal 2010, to $2,302 trillion. The 
increase brought receipts to 
15.4 percent of GDP, compared 
with 15.1 percent the prior year. 

Outlays rose 4.2 percent 
from a year ago, to $3,601 tril¬ 
lion, and were unchanged from 
the prior year at 24.1 percent of 
GDP.

Hopkins set the age record for 
world champions May when 
at 46 he won the WBC light- 
heavyweight title by unani¬ 
mous decision over Canada’s 
Jean Pascal, who took the 
crown from previously unde¬ 
feated Dawson last year. 

Hopkins ruled the mid¬ 


dleweight division for a 
decade from 1995 to 2005, the 
last four of those years as an 
undisputed champion. 

Hopkins has four wins and 
a draw since his most recent 
loss, to unbeaten Welshman 
Joe Calzaghe in a 2008 split 
decision. 

Hopkins has never suffered 
a knockout loss and has gone 
the distance in 11 fights in a 
row over the past seven years, 
but Dawson plans on wearing 
him down with jabs. 

Former world champion 
Winky Wright, who lost to 
Hopkins in 2007, is working 
with Dawson in preparation 
for the fight. Dawson, a south¬ 
paw, also has trainer John 
Scully back in his comer.

133 pitches. He stmck out 
eight and walked three. 

With star closer Jose 
Valverde unavailable for De¬ 
troit, Texas trimmed the 
deficit to 7-5 in the ninth in¬ 
ning. Cmz was on deck when 
Coke got Napoli out for his 
first career playoff save. 

The Tigers surged in the 
sixth to take the lead. Detroit 
turned a bases-loaded double 
play to keep the score tied at 
2, then opened the bottom half 
of the sixth with a single, dou¬ 
ble, triple and homer — in 
order — to take a 6-2 lead. 

It marked the first time four 
consecutive batters on one 
team hit for a ’’natural” cycle 
in a MLB playoff game. 

Verlander was still throwing 
strong late in the game but 
Cmz caught one of his fastballs 
and blasted it down the left- 
field line for a two-mn homer. 
The homer mn marked the end 
of the night for Verlander and 
set a record for homers in a 
semi-final series. 

Verlander received a huge 
ovation when he left the game, 
raising his glove in apprecia¬ 
tion. 

The Rangers get another 
chance to reach the World Se¬ 
ries for the second straight 
season when they host game 
six today in Dallas.

ST. LOUIS (AFP) - Veteran 
Randy Wolf pitched the 
biggest game of his 12-year 
Major League Baseball career, 
lifting Milwaukee to a 4-2 win 
over St. Louis to level their 
playoff series at 2-2 Thursday.

"It was the biggest game I 
have ever pitched in and the

"I was thankful to 
just get another chance to be 
out here and pitch a game." 

Ryan Braun also had two 
hits for the Cardinals, who 
were desperately trying to 
avoid going down 3-1 in the 
best-of-seven series. Braun 
singled home the go-ahead run 
in the fifth inning. 

"It feels good to know that 
we're at least going to get to 
go back home," said Braun. 

Matt Holliday and Allen 
Craig homered for the Cardi¬ 
nals, representing their only 
runs in the last 16 innings. 

Wolf said he threw two 
good pitches to Holliday and 
Craig but the Cardinal batters 
just outfoxed him at that mo¬ 
ment. 

Brewers reliever Francisco 
Rodriguez allowed a hit in the 
eighth and John Axford fin¬ 
ished for his second save of 


the series and third in the Na¬ 
tional League playoffs. 

"He's been one of our lead¬ 
ers here," Braun said of Wolf. 
The Brewers ended an eight- 
game on-the-road losing 
streak in the playoffs dating to 
the 1982 World Series opener 
at St. Louis. 

The Cardinals scored 22 
runs in the first 19 innings of 
the post-season series but after 
the solo homers put St. Louis 
up 2-0 through three innings 
Thursday, they couldn't buy a 
hit going zero-for-eight with 
runners in scoring position. 

"We had a couple of 
chances to add a run and Wolf 
made outstanding pitches," 
Cardinals manager Tony La 
Russa said. 

Cardinals left hander Jaime 
Garcia will square off against 
Brewers ace Zack Greinke for 
the second time in the series 
on Friday. 

"If we hadn't won here our 
season would have been 
over," Braun said.
